Judge Paul V. Gadola said that the 
order need not be enforced prompt- 
ly at 2 p m. (CST.) 


At expiration of the 24-hour pe- 


riod given for the strikers to leave, 
the judge said, representatives of 
the big automobile concern must 
present evidence that the strikers 
have failed to comply with the or- 
der, before a contempt citation is 
issued. 


At 1-30 this afternoon there was 


no indication such presentation was 
planned by General Motors. 
The 


"sit-downers" previously had an- 
nounced their intention not to vol- 
untarily leave the two Fisher body 
plants they have held since Dec. 30 


Sheriff Thomas Wolcott said he 


planned to visit the plants after 2 
o'clock and report back to Judge 
Gadola whether the men still were 
inside. The next move, the judge 
said, then would be up to General 
Motors, as plaintiff, to present proof 
the men had not left the premises. 


Talk With Governor 


For an hour and a half, in the 


private chambers of a recorder's 
court judge, William S. Knudsen, 
executive vice president of Gener- 
al Motors, and John L. Lewis, di- 
rector-general of the strikes and 
chairman of the committee for in- 
dustrial organization, talked with 
the Michigan governor. 


When they left, Murphy said, 


"there has been a very interesting 
conference and another will be held 
here late today." 


Lewis, leaving the conference in 


the chambers of recorder's Judge 
George Murphy, brother 
of the 


governor, conferred with the U. A 
W. A. strike "board of strategy" at 
his hotel _ 


Coincident with start of the con- 


ference. General Motors made pub- 
lic the letter by which. William S 
Knudsen, executive vice president 
of the 
corporation, accepted the 


governor's invitation. It said: 


"The request you now make for a 


conference is stated to be 'in ac- 
cordance with the wish of the pres- 
ident of the United States.' 
The 


wish of the president of the United 
States leaves no alternative except 
compliance, and therefore we ac- 
cede to your request." 


The letter described the aim of 


the conference as "formulating a 
basis for negotiations." 


Knndsen's Letter 


Text of the Knudsen letter dated 


Feb. 2 follows: 


"Dear Governor: 
"Replying to your communication 


over the telephone received at 10 
p. m., requesting us to appear be- 
foje you tomorrow morning for a 
conference with Mr. John L. Lew- 
is, representing the United Automo- 
bile Workers of America, I beg to 
advise you as follows: 


"As you are of course fully aware 


a similar request for us to meet Mr. 
Lewis was made by the secretary 
of labor at Washington the week 
before last, and again on Friday. 
Jan. 29. On both of these occasions 
we felt compelled to decline the in- 
vitation to meet Mr. Lewis solely 
on the ground that his union con- 
tinued in the illegal possession cf 
several of our plants. We have no

note demanding $5,000, received by 
relatives last Thursday. That note 
was m the doctor's handwriting. 


The federal officers refused to 


disclose details of the young farm- 
er's statement. Further information 
would be disclosed later, he said. 


Kenyon was arrested 
Tuesday 


morning, Connelly said, on a farm 
near Grimmett. by state troopers 
acting on a "tip" from a source held 
secret. 


Sesond Ransom Note

Providence. R. I.—CP!— Formally 


inaugurated this afternoon as the 
eleventh president of Brown uni- 
versity, Dr. Henry Merritt Wriston, 
former president of Lawrence col- 
lege at Appleton, Wis., declared in 
an address it was incumbent upon 
the universities to "preserve and 
reinterpret the inheritance of free- 
dom, now selling at so disastrous a 
discount in the political and social 
markets of the world." 


"The world today is not so much 


in need of skill as of character," Dr. 
Wriston said. "We do not lack" abil- 
ity as much as we lack purpose. 
Our capacity for achievement in 
public life and in private life tends 
to outrun our ethical impulses. Let 
us make this university an expon- 
ent of a way of life which is intel- 
lectually alert, which is estbetical- 
ly and emotionally sensitive, and 
which is spiritually Vigorous." 


Recalling that the ideals of re- 


ligious freedom and spiritual cro- 
gress were linked in the Brown 
university charier 
of 1764, Dr. 


Wriston declared that "in other as- 
pects of life, also, freedom and 
progress belong together."

tice bill outlawing discrimination in 
prices and selling of merchandise 
below cost drew attention of the 
senate today.

damages three-fold. 


Sets as the penalty for violation 


of any provision of the act a fine 
of $200 to S5.000 imprisonment of 
one year, or both.

THE ORDER TO VACATE AT FLINT 


Certainly the order of the Michigan 


judge directing sit-down strikers to vacate 
the premises of General ^lotors didn't 
surprise anybody, least of all the strikers 
themselves. 


The proposition Is altogether too plain. 
If any of the sitdowners are disap- 


pointed at the ruling they may attribute 
their feeling to the men who promise 
them 
big 
and 
mighty 
things 
and 


then do nothing about shaping the laws 
in fulfillment of the promises, or if they 
do anything do it in an ineffective and 
improper manner. 


In this strike we have a very plair^ 


example of the way courts operate, and 
must continue to operate. 


The title of the property is in General 


Motors or one of its subsidiaries. When 
the sitdowners ceased to function as em- 
ployes in the manner customary in their 
positions they simply became trespassers. 


If a farm hand used a milk stool to bar 


the way of the farmer while refusing to 
do the milking himself he would occupy 
exactly the same position as the sitdown- 
ers at Flint 


We don't know that we ever heard any 


labor leaders ask a legislative body to 
make trespassing on the employer's prop- 
erty permissible. Workers too often as- 
sume that in case of dispute and disagree- 
ment with the management they must re- 
sort to violence, intimidation or some 
other -unlawful measure to force their 
views and demands to consideration. 


We do not share that view. Difficult 


as is the problem of constructing a system 
of laws and methods to handle these very 
natural and normal disputes without so 
much injury to all concerned, it might 
turn out happily if those who call them- 
selves statesmen would renounce the ef- 
fort to play up to one side for what there 
is in it for them, quit pretending to be 
champions of labor or of employers and 
try to write a system of checks and bal- 
ances upon both sides that might be ex- 
pected to remove a large share of the 
wrongs now committed in the name of 
necessity. 


Today, in America, labor is more be- 


wildered than at any tune in the last 
40 years. It doesn't know where it stands 
nor where it is going. It may be on the 
Ohio river flood tide and it may land in 
the Mojave Desert Who are its leaders' 
What is its policy? 
What does it want? 


How is it going about it? 


Would it not be far better for the 


American people to resolutely face and 
just as resolutely decide its pioblems in- 
stead of trying to avoid them by the use 
of oil and salve and deep-waist bows and 
'rebukes*' to one side and the other? 


Long ago we ventured to say that if 


conditions in America were not satisfac- 
tory to this administration it ought to 
face the necessity of drawing an amend- 
ment to the constitution and submitting it 
to the people. Instead it drew the Wag- 
ner law. Even labor leaders knew enough 
about the constitution to realize the law 
wasn't worth the paper it was written 
upon. 


It may be very good policy to jolly 


labor along until there is so much work 
on hand it will forget its troubles and 
accept every offer. 


But if such is a sound policy it will 


be the first time it has produced fruit. 


It would seem much better to have a 


very definite understanding 
concerning 


the rights of labor and of capital and if 
there is some zone in which precision 
cannot be worked out it may be governed 
fay conciliatory tribunals applying set 
principles to the circumstances of parti- 
cular cases. 


In the meantime shall we follow the 


old American custom of jumping on the 
Michigan judge because he did the only 
honest and proper thing? 


CCC TO THE RESCUE 


There was a rather inspiring sight ob- 


servable through this territory on Sunday 
last when a cavalcade of about 200 CCC 
motor trucks, dressed with militaiy neat- 
ness and precision and directed with mil- 
itary order and dispatch, passed through

The CCC help will be greatly appre- 


ciated down where the rivers have been 
on ;«t rampage and the sort of work the 
yoiing'jrtan -will perform -will augment 


the already high opinion which America 
holds of this endeavor. 


Taking several hundred thousand men 


off the streets at * time when the streets 
were the worst place for them to be and 
giving them useful training while they 
were likewise furnished with an oppor- 
tunity for a clean and useful life, has 
been, it seems to us, a major accomplish- 
ment of recent years in that it was an 
experiment pure and simple and yet it 
has resulted in an almost unanimous ap- 
proval from the public.

Upon this committee is Norman Thom- 


as and Suzanne LaFollette, among others. 
It announced a mass meeting "to form 
an impartial commission of inquiry into 
the circumstances surrounding the first 
and the second Moscow trials." It de- 
clares that it may have Trotzky bring a 
hbel suit against some Stahnites in this 
country who have called him an "assassin" 
and an "agent of Hitler," the idea being 
that the person sued will have to plead 
the truth of their alleged libel and then 
that we in America will decide the whole 
case for the ignorant Russian masses and 
the general lunatic fringe wherever lo- 
cated. 


It is a great plan and just about as 


practical as a promenade some moonlit 
night to the North Pole. 


Stalin has made it a little difficult to 


get the evidence of 29 out of the 33 who 
were tried. It may be even difficult to find 
their bones. Nor has Stalin consented 
that depositions of those said to have 
been sent to Siberia may be taken. 


As soon as this heavy headed commit- 


tee finishes with the Trotzky 
case it 


should not avoid its world responsibility 
by leaving undecided the Chang-Chiang 
iiasco up in China, nor the fierce charges 
and countercharges recently made in the 
Japanese Diet.

DILEMMAS OF THE DOCTORING 


BUSINESS 


Football player suffered broken 


leg. Complications developed. Doc- 
tors finally decided to amputate as 
only chance of saving life. Patient 
refused, declaring he'd rather go 
to the grave with his leg So no 
amputation was done and the pa- 
tient diedL. In a few more months 
he might have completed his college 
course. Correspondent asks whether 
blood poisoning such as occurred in 
this case does not affect the pa- 
tient's mind and judgment, and 
whether the doctors were justified 
in deferring to the patient's judg- 
ment. Shouldn't the patient's fam- 
ily, relatives or friends have some- 
thing to say about it? 


It would be a strange thing if the 


doctor or doctors in such a case 
tailed to explain fully to the ±am- 
ily, relatives or responsible friends 
the situation and elicit their help in 
peisuading the patient to submit 
to the necessary operation. I do 
not know what the law is in such 
circumstances or whether a doctor 
would be jutified in going ahead 
with an amputation or other opera- 
tion in the effort to save life, even 
against the patient's will. Of course, 
the patient's judgment is likely to 
be impaired by shock or severe ill- 
ness. 


Once I called in consultation a 


surgeon who, later, operated on me. 
My patient was a charity hospital 
ward patient with perforated gas- 
tric 
ulcer. 
Perforation 
usually 


means death within a. few hours, 
unless immediate 
operation—but 


the surgeon declined to operate. He 
feared the patient would die on the 
operating table. He agreed that the 
patient was doomed without the 
operation, but argued that his pro- 
fessional reputation was a vital fac- 
tor in many instances where peo- 
ple must accept or refuse operation 
and he could not risk it in the cir- 
cumstances. People criticise un- 
mercifully when a life and death 
surgical effort fails. The patient suc- 
cumbed that night. No criticism. 
Everybody satisfied. Human nature 
being what it is, I think the sur- 
geon was right, tho I felt deeply 
distressed about it at the time. How- 
ever. I chose that same surgeon to 
operate on my little daughter and 
on me. 


A boy m the country was dying 


with general peritonitis which had 
developed from appendicitis. Three 
doctors, called by the family phy- 
sician to operate, examined the boy 
and declined to attempt on a patient 
all agreed was moribund. Yet the 
boy recovered perfect health. Sup- 
pose the football player described 
by the correspondent had made a 
similar miraculous recovery, de- 
spite the conviction of the doctors 
that he was about to die. with a 
halfway useful leg, what would be 
the public estimate of the profes- 
sional ability of the doctor who 
wanted to amputate? 


No matter what a doctor does or 


fails to do he is bound to be dam- 
ned anyway. After a reasonable 
amount of experience, when he has 
a fairly well established practice, 
he can take it with equanimity. 
StilL he has to consider his reputa- 
tion just as the surgeon did when 
he refused to operate on the patient 
with perforation,

Conservation Commission Tells How to Identify 


Them, Discusses Their Value to State 


Apple growers 
in the 
United 


States now are producing almost as 
many apples as were grown on 
practically twice as many trees 25 
years ago, H. P. GouH, fruit spe- 
cialist of the bureau of plant indus- 
try, states in a report received by 
R. C. Swanson, county agricultural 
agent. 


Back in 1910 there were 151,300,- 


000 apple trees of bearing age, 65,- 
800,000 which had not reached bear- 
ing age, but the average production 
was only 1.02 bushels for each tree. 
By 1925 there were only 103,700,000 
trees of bearing age, 34,300,000 
which had not reached the bearing 
age, although the average yield per 
tree had been boosted to 1.76 bush- 
els. 


In 1935 the number of bearing 


trees had been reduced to 82,500,000 
trees of bearing age, 17,500,000 of 
nonbearing age, and the average 
yiled per tree was 1.64 bushels. 


The decrease in the number of j 


trees apparently has been in non-1 
commercial areas, says Mr. Gould, j 
This probably accounts for the im- 
proved "average in production, and 
the result of better care for the 
orchards In the commercial areas. 


Another notable trend reported 


by Mr.. Gould is the shift in pro- 
duction leadership from the east to 
the west. In 1917 Washington state! 
first exceeded New York in apple j 
production. Since 1921 Washington 
has held the lead consistently and 
now is producing two to three times 
as many apples as any eastern state. 


Despite the increase in popula- 


tion there has been no increase in 
consumption of apples in the last few 
years. Mr. Gould points out that or- 
ange production is up 155 per cent 
since 3915, and grapefruit produc- 
tion has jumped 118 per cent since 
3921.

SEPARATE RETURNS 


Husband and wife living togeth- 


er may each make a separate return 
of the income of each, or their in- 
come may be included in a single 
joint return. If a joint return is 
filed, such return is treated as a re- 
turn of a taxable unit, and-the in- 
come disclosed is subject to both 
the normal tax and the surtax. If a 
joint return is not made by an agent 
of the taxpayers it must be signed 
by both husband and wife and 
sworn to before a proper officer by 
the spouse preparing the return, or 
if neither or both prepare the re- 
turn then by both spouses. 


Where separate returns are filed 


by husband and wife, the joint per- 
sonal exemption of $2,500 may be 
taken by either or divided between 
them in any proportion as agreed 
upon. In certain cases it would be 
lo the advantage of the couple it 
they should file separate returns 
and one spouse claim the total joint 
personal exemption. In the follow- 
ing examples,'which, illustrate this 
point, the husband has a net income 
of 54,700. all of which represenls 
earned net income, and the wife has 
a separate net income of $2,500, not 
earned net income.

The bidding was quite orthodox. 


South, with six honor tricks, a stop- 
per in every suit, and 4-3-3-3 distri- 
bution, was correct in opening with 
two no trump rather than with 
any other bid, such as one diamond. 
Although both West and East had 
freakish distributions, neither had 
sufficient ploying strength to over- 
call when vulnerable. 


West correctly chose to open the 


spade queen from his five card suit 
rather than the fourth best club, 
even though the club suit was six 
long. Obviously the spade opening 
•was not only safer but offered a 
better chance 
'for 
establishment. 


Declarer won the first trick, and 
promptly played the ace and an- 
other heart with the hope of find- 
ing 
an adverse 3-3 
split, which 


would establish 
dummy's fourth 


heart West's failure to follow to 
the second round scotched 
this 


plan and made the passing of the 
heart futile. 
Dummy's king was 


played, and now dummy played a 
diamond, declarer's 
probable in- 


tention being to pass the trick if 
possible and play for a 3L3 diamond 
split. East put up the ten. however, 
and since declarer did not want to 
lose three heart tricks on the spot 
he won with the king. 


Apparently deciding now that the 


club guess was the last resort, de- 
clarer arbitrarily selected East as 
the holder of the club queen and 
led to dummy's king. The jack was 
returned and, to declarer's hor- 
ror. East showed out. From that 
point the contract was a lost cause, 
for there was no way to snaffle 
the ninth trick. 


Only reasonably good play was 


required on this hand in order to 
"sail in." Since the contract .was 
for only nine tricks, declarer could 
well have afforded to concede a 
few losers at the outset. Had he 
done so, a count of the defenders' 
hands would have emerged auto- 
matically. 
Obviously, if declarer 


had ducked to the first trick, the 
jack would be continued and the 
ace would win. Now either a dia- 
mond or a heart should be con- 
ceded. Let us assume the former. 
A low diamond is led. West plays 
the nine and East overtakes with 
the ten, continuing the suit. De- 


clarer wins, West showing out, and 
now cashes the ace and king of 
hearts. West's failure to follow to 
the second 
heart establishes his 


having held two singletons, and 
now,- when declarer cashes his oth- 
er spade trick, East's failure to 
folow marks West with an original 
holding of five spades. The "pro- 
lem" now is 
one of elementary 


arithmetic. 
Since West had five 


spades,'one heart and one diamond, 
he must have held six clubs. Thus, 
unless the queen drops from East's 
hand on the lead of the ace. 
the 


finesse against West is established.

Stocks of late Danish cabbage on

for Wisconsin since 1934. Growers 
and dealers in the state reported a 
total of 6.560 tons of cabbage on 
hand the first of the year compared 
with 13,740 tons last year. 
With 


greatly reduced stocks of cabbage 
in this state and smaller stocks re- 
ported for New York, the largest 
cabbage producer, holdings of cab- 
bage throughout the nation ?re 37 
per cent smaller than reported a 
year ago. 


The United States Crop Report- 


ing board said that stocks of cab- 
bage in the nation for the first of 
this year were the smallest on rec- 
ord with the exception of January 
1934 when there was a smaller hold- 
over from the low production of the 
previous year 


Stocks of onions in Wisconsin the 


fust of the year were estimated at 
45.000 100-pound sacks compared 
with 61,000 sacks a j ear ago Al- 
though fewer onions are on hand 
in Wisconsin, the total amount of 
onions available throughout 
the 


United States the first of the year 
was estimated to be seven per cent 
greater than a j ear ago 


While the stocks of onions are 


smaller in the state this year as 
compared with a year ago,

state's production during 1936 was 
considerably larger than the pie- 
vious yeai.

Anthony Eden made a 
speech previous to that time in the 
House of Commons in which he 
stated thai it was too bad Germany 
was so isolated and that it was hop- 
ed Germany would cooperate with 
Russia and other nations of Europe. 


Denounces Treaty 


"Everyone waited for Germany's 


answer for Hitler was 'scheduled to 
speak on Jan 30. His speech was 
not spectacular but he did solemnly 
proclaim the end of the Versailles 
treaty, repudiating it all, especially 
the article which places the blame 
for the World War on Germany. 
He promised no further interna- 
tional surprises and expressed the 
willingness of Germany to cooper- 
ate with everyone except Russia. 
He expressed the German beliefln 
bi-lateral agreements but not gen- 
eral agreements among nations. 


"Germany is not particularly in- 


terested in a war because Hitler 
plans the rebuilding of Nuremberg, 
Munich and Beihn, a project to 
take at least 20 years.

question of disarmament but I be-

HO among us, outdoors lov- 
ers or otherwise, does not 
like to contemplate the re- 
turn of spring? With that in mind, 
then, let us remind you that this 
delightful season while not exactly 
-"just around the corner." is, after 
all, only a few steps from it Just 
45 days more and spring will be 
here; and let me remind you also 
that only 25 days intervene be- 
tween now and the first of March. 


The reason I speak of the latter 


date is that it, is entirely possible 
to have very agreeable weather in 
March. I recall a. time when, dur- 
ing that month, Wisconsin enjoyed 
almost a summer temperature. In 
fact, the thermometer on one occa- 
sion rose to 70 degrees. And we 
•went fishing that month, too, with 
unusual success. 


Because taking of walleyes in 


the Wolf river may be said to 
mark the opening of ,tbe fishing 
season for anglers in these parts, 
and to assist, those who are not in- 
formed,as to the laws for 1937, let 
me quote paragraph "a" of section 
29.191, referring to special open 
seasons as incorporated in the new 
setup of laws for this year.
